The swift and skilful movement against Weissan-
burg, resuliing in the complele suceess of our arms,
wad but a foretaste of the storm which thieatened
the northern part of Alsace,
duy after Weissenburg came the battle of
Woerth, apd the Crown Prince alned a
great victory over the alblest general in the French
/rmy, It 18 admitted that the French fought
with Teckless courage, aud that they mflieted
heavy losses on their opponents; but the fact of this
ard fighting and of this heavy loss shows how
serfous & defeat was sustained by MacMahon, 1
traversed the little tdeld whila the dead still lay un-
buried on the trbupled ground, and could form @
good ldea of how the fight had gone by the ghastly
evidence which rematned.

Whole companies of Frenchmen had been moved
down o their wild attempits to check the enemy's
advence, It bad been a tolerably equal fight in some
places, for the ground was strewn with German dead ;
bt more and mora Frenchmen had fallen in propor-
tion. ‘The black Tarcos and wile trowsers Zouaves
lay thivk at many polots, amnd the Cuoirassiers had
suffercd much. There were siec] ureastplates and
brass helmets scattered thickly on the line of the
rotreat; while the dead horses in a'l directions
might he counted by hundreds, And 30 westward
through the wood went the traces of increasing «ois-
aster—ofticers and men lying grimly where they had
fallen, some of them in guite shady places, as though
they were pitnickers asleop,and pools of blood where
tne wonnded lay.

The War Departnent to-day issned an order
quoting paragraph 96 of the revised regulations
for the army of 1863, as follows: —

“If any disbursing offlcer shall bet at cards,
or any game of hazard, his commanding officer
shall euspend his fupceions and require him to
turn over all the public funds in his keeping,
and shall immediately report the case to the
proper bureau of the War Department.”

The order adds:—“In every case where an
oflicer intrusted with the care or disbursement
of publie funds shall violate thiz regulation, he
will be brought to trial before a general court-
martial by the depariment commander, and will
not be assigned w duty or azaln put in posses-
sion of public funds snbsequent to his trial™
without the approval of the Secretary of War,

Cabinet Changes.
Special Despateh to The Ecening Te'egraph

WasmixoeToNn, Aug. 17.—RumorsYof Cabinel
changes are again afloat here, and are to the
effect that Secretary Fish is to retire, and also
that SBecretary Cox, of the Department of the
Interior, is to go to Berlin, vice Bancroft, to be
recalled. Of course these rumors lack confir-
mation, bnt there appears to be an understand-
ing in official circles that changes of some cha-
racter will be made within the next month or
R Reduction of the Debr.

The Acting Becretary of the Treasury has
written o letter stating that the aggregate re-
duction of the interest-bearing portion of the
public debt from March 1, 1869, to August 1,
1870, was £147,257,245 20, The letter says that
by a comparison of the debi statemeuts of
March 1, 1869, and July, 1870, the bonded debt
bearing interest in coin might appear to have
increased, because up to that time bonds pur-
chased and held by the department had notbeen
deducted irom the outstanding debt, but were
called funds on hand and deducted from the
spm total of the debt., In the August statewent
these bonds do not appear io the acconnt of
bopds outstanding, having been cancelled and
destroyed.

Indian Aflalrs,
Despatoh fo the Adssocialed Prass,

WassiNgToN, Aug, 17.—The agenl for the
Pueble Indians, of New Mexico, writes to the
Indian Burean that they are quiet and generally
engngred in the cultivation of their lands. Thae
agent at Fort Cralg, Nuw Mexico, July 31, says
bhe has not heard of the commission of any
depredations during that month by the Indisus,
who are yet on the war path. The agent at the
Kanens ageney says during the aotire month the
Indians have been quite destitute of- provisions
of all kinda.

In consequence ol this they have become
very restless, and therefore it was impracticable
to keep them on the reservations, 1'wo compa-
pies of them pald visits to the Osages to trade
for or beg ponies, but had very poor sucosss, ns
the Osages were not at bome. Another com-
pany went on a visit to the Jowa Indiaps, and
returned with twenly-three ponies apd colts.
These and some of their former stock they have
traded for provisions, The wagons purchased
have been a helpto them in procuring subsis-
stance, entting and bauling wood to the town
and on railroad.

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THE CAPE MAY FIRE,

e ——
Mirange Cose of Incendinrlam—An Ex-Wash.
Ingtonian Lmpliented.

The Cape May Ware of Monday says the fire dis-
covered in the provision stercof Wilson & Co. on
Saturday morning proved to be the work of an In-
condiary. Wilson was subsequently arrested on a
charge of having sot fire to the bullding himself,
The case had 4 hesring the same morning before the
Mayor and Aldergian, who bound him over In the
sim of §85008 to appear at the Septemboer term  of
court. It 15 stated that the accused man, Thomas
R. Wilson, formerly Kept a store in this clty, angd
alterwards had o store under the Unlon Clab Honge
in Baltimore. The Cape May correspondent of the

Baltimore Gezotte writes:—

My, Wilson occupied a provizion shop on Wash-
Ington street, enst of Ocean street, and not far from
the Columbia House, which he had taken for the
season, and where he was putsalog W8 usaal busie
ness,  Like all bufldings st Cape May, it was of
frame, and, in itself, not very valrablie, It was
proved that the framework of the bullding, where
the ire had takoen hold, had been sathrated in spots
wivh inflammable oil, and an oll ¢an containing
Kerosene was found olose by the spot.  Fortnnately
the fire was extinguished In 4 few moments, Mr.
Wilson during the whole of it had leen lying on
# ¢oton the ground floor, near a window, In 4 state
of apparent semi-stupefaction, as If he had been
drugged or heavily drinking. 1t was almost {mpos-
sibie 1o arouse him, notwithatanding the racket and
nolse, and aiier he arose and left the premises, he
went over to the Washington House, across the way,
wnd lsy down there sgaln in the porch., His two
boys, Henry Scholt and Patrick MoOuen, wore gleep-
ing at the thoe of the fire in the third story, If the
fire had got well nnder way they would hiave been
stifted, unless they could have saved them-
selves by umping  from the windows. On
Satur@lay morning  Mr. Wilson was arreated,
and a mnumbdr of witneésses were examined
before Mayor Miller. The most important evidence
wan that of Moseg Frishy, a colored man, who testi.
fied thas he saw JMr. Wilkon botween one and two
o'viock walk around the ground fNoor of the bailding
with o lantern, fhen go up stairg, and then come
fown again and lie Jdown on his coat. About two
minutes afterwards he saw a light, and remarked
that “either that man is going to have an (inmina-
tion, o there 18 o fire;” acd in another minute he
heard the ory of ‘ die.” Wilson's own story is that
he knows nothing of the clrenmstances; that he
was stupelled until the next morning, when he fonnd
his packets ent and his pocket-bonk gone, which
contained 600 or §500. He was himse!l quite ancer-
tain as to the nmonnt. His stock was insured for
§500 in \he Franklin Firemen's Insurance Company.
At the time of the flre It wis not worth over §30,
consisting principally of watermelons, but then a
man may have a shopful of provisions. in the morn-
ing, and have little left of a perishable nature av
night. It 18 almost lmpossible to conceive that a
man of intelligenes shonld have undertaken such a
thing when he had 8o little to gain, and run so groat
a riek of being found out. Much sympathy (8 ex-
prossed for the family of the prisouer, nis wife and
children being here for the summer.
